The 14th Inf Regt was subordinate to the 10th Inf Div in 
nosice which, in turn, was assigned to the Hq 4th MD in 
Bratislava, The 20th Inf Regt in Fresov and Bardejov, the 
32d Inf Regt in Kosice, the llth irty Regt in Kosice and 4 
howitzer artillery regiment at an unknown post were also 
subordinate to the loth Inf Div.

The Repl Bn was stationed in Jelsava (q 49/D 53)3 and 
a subordinate SKB battalion in Rimavska Sobota (Q 49/D 31).

The 14th Inf Kest was ecomnosed of regimental units, a I Bn, 
a Repl Bn, and an SNB battalion. Ineluded in the regimental 
units were a Hg Co, an SNG Co, an Inf Gun Co, and an NCO 
school, (5) 


The Hq Co, commanded by Senior Lieutenant Pavel Bystry, 
eonprised a signal platoon, an engineer platoon, and 2 head 
quarters platoon which ineluded medieal personnel, craftsmen, 
and clerks, The SEG Co, commanded by Lieutenant gird SOUuCEK 
had abont 140 men, The Inf Gun Co, commanded by Lievtenant 
Hogmir Cervac, had two platoons with two 76,2emm AT suns 
each, and one platoon with two l20-mm mortars, Lach section 
had one chief of section, six gunners, and two drivers, 

the equipment was horse-drawn. The rad school, under Staff 
vaptain Jan Kyselice, was organized into an infsntry gun 
platoon, a heavy machine gun platoon, and a mortar platoon. 
Seventy-five of attended the course from 15 November 1949 

to 15 Mareh 1950, 


The I Bn, commanded by Staff Captain Jan tyselice, comprised 
two infantry companies and one heavy weapons company, The 
heavy veapons company's equipment, which was horse-drawn, 
included four heavy machine zuns, six 45mm aT guns and 
eight 32-nmm mortars. 


The nepl <n comprised office personnel and twelve officers, 
who were mostly former NOOs, Commandins officer was Staff 
Vartain Josef Soltes, The battalion wos in charcs of the 
induction of reservists, the nobilisation plan, and sersonnel 
rosters of the resiment. 


The SHB battalion included about 600 reervits who moved into 
the barracks im imevska Sobota on 1 October 1949. They ha 
volunteered for SUB service unon completion of their basic 
trainins, They wore army uniforms with red SHS epaulets and 
were said te be earmarted for border ctuard serviee on the 
Czech-Hunearian border, 4 battalion of the 14th Inf Reet had 
been stationed in timayska Cobota rrior to 1 Cetober 1949, 
che battalion vas deactivated, and only craftsmen, kitchen 
personnel and 35 reserve NCOs, detached from the reviment 

in late October 1949, were Lert belind. 
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the © Bn bad Cgech rifles, model 24, Italian Seretta sube 
machine guns, Lisht machine guns, model. 36, and Sovietenrde 
Vaxin heavy machine guns, ozech heavy machine guns, model 37 
vere to be issued in case of mobilization, The 76,2=mm 
ammunition included shells with pereussion and delay fuzes, 
incendiary ammunition, smoke shells, tracer ammunition, and 
amrunition specially desisned for penetration, Gerran bazookas 
of the Panzerfaust and Panzersehreek types were stored at the 
reginent .
